Bag oily many. It was he who took the news to 
Lord Palmerston of the arrest of Mason and Slidell, 
the Confederate Commissioners to England during the 
American Civil War. The Prime Minister was thus 
enabled to hold a Cabinet Council before the news of 
the arrest spread over the country. Thus the country 
was probably saved from a disastrous war. 
Reuter received his title of Baron from the Duke of 
Saxe-Coburg, but long before his death he became a 
naturalised Englishman. 2 
Another German whose services to the cause of 
British telegraphy have been second only to those of 
de Reuter is Sir Henry Charles Fischer. A Hano- 
verian by birth, he came to England in 1856 and 
became Superintendent of the tric and Inter- 
national Telegraph Company. It was he who made 
arrangements for the transmission of Queen Victoria’s 


essage to all rts of her Empire on the occasion of 
her Diamond ubilee. One af ha greatest treasures 
is the “ electric ” which initiated the transmis- 


sion of these world-wide messages, and which the 
Queen herself gave him. . 

Germans are supposed to be the bitterest enemies of 
this country, but Britain owes big debts to many 
individual Germans—and to none, perhaps, a greater 
than to Sandow, who has instituted the revival of 
scientific physical culture. Sandow was born in 
Konigsberg, on the Riissian frontier of Germany. Ho 
began life as a medical student, but abandoned medi- 
cine and took to wrestling. His first appearance in 
this country was in November, 1889, when he defeated 
Samson and be es at the Aquarium. He has mar- 
ried an Englishwoman, and nag 

Sir Ernest Cassel is another British German who 
has done much for the country of his adoption. He 
it is who has been the real builder of the great Nile 
dam. Without his powerful aid the necessary two 
and a half millions would probably never have been 
raised, This dam will add 1,600,000 acres of irrigated 
soil to , and increase the earning power of tho 
country by £2,600,000 a year. ‘ 

The same talented financier will also be long remem- 
bered by his generous gift of £200,000 to the King’s 
Fund for founding an institution to fight con- 
sumption. The ndfather of Sir Ernest Cassel 
was a pious Jew of Frankfort-on-the-Maine, his fathor 
a small banker of Cologne. Sir Ernest himself was 
educated in Cologne, and came to England in 1868, 
when barely sixteen, to take up a cler in a Liver- 

shipping officeo. He rose entirely by his own 
efforts to his present position. How important that 
is may be gauged by the fact that when the Kaiser 
came to England at Queen Victoria’s death Sir Ernest 
was the first man sent for by King Edward 
to mect the German m ae 

How many people are aware that we owe Leicester 
Square to an alien? Baron Grant, the ae financier 
of the sixties, was the man who bough rp this part 
of London, then a mere rookery, and turned it into a 
handsome square. And Baron Grant was not a native 
Briton at all, but of German birth, his real namo 
being Albert Gottheier. 

The industrial world has had no greater revolution 
before it for many years than that which Mond gas 
seems about to produce. The Mond invention is a 
means of producing from a ton of ordinary slack coal 
between 140 and 160 thousand cubic feet of gas free 
trom tar, soot, or dust, and of enormous heating 

er. The gas will be produced near the coal mines 
rom what has up to now been considered mere waste, 
and will be distributed b pipes to factorits all over 
the country. It will be the cheapest fuel ever known, 
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has been. Electrical sgh roduction will receive 
t tremens stimulus, for pp Kelvin declared, in 
giving witness for the Mond Gas Bill, that Mond gas 
used in a gas engine would be the most suitable means 
possible of driving dynamos and producing clectric 


power. 

Dr. Ludwig Mond, this modern mifacle worker, was 
born in Cassel, Germany, in 1889. He came to Eng- 
land in 1862, and introduced his process for recovering 
sulphur from alkali waste. It was this invention 
that gave the alkali industry in this country new life. 
Then he went into partnership with Mr. Brunner, and 
started the grea alkali works in the country. He 
invented among par other things a new process for 
the manufacture of chlorine. In 1896 he founded and 
endowed a research laboratory.at the Royal Institu- 
tion, and has altogether conferred incalculable benefits 
upon industrial land. 

It is safe to say that the yearly exhibitions at Earl’s 
Court, which are the delight of so many thousands of 
people, would not be what they are—in fact, would 
probably have fizsled out and vanished—but for the 
genius of another of our aliens. Imre Kiralfy, who 
was born at — in com in 1835, came to

Born at Dessau in Anhalt, he had already become 1 
noted student of Eastern languages when, in 1846, he 
came over here to study some manuscripts at the East 
India House. He meant to stay three months. Actu- 
ally he remained till the ond 
than half a century. 

It was Baron Bunsen, the German Ambassador at 
that time, who advised him to wait and see what the 
East India Compeny thought of his work. The Com- 
pany were indeed so pleased with it that they engaged 
him to publish it at their own expense. In 1854 
Oxford University gavo the young student the perma- 
nent appointment of Taylorian Professor. 

He repaid all’ that was done for him a thousand 
times. His are almost the only books written by a 
European that are read and treasured by Hindus of 
every caste. Max Muller became one of the greatest 
friends of the King, then Prince of Wales, and in 
1896 was honoured 

with a seat on the Privy Council. 

It has peg Baye announced that the ships of our 
Navy are to fitted with the famous “ Pom-Pom,”’ 
the Vickers-Maxim quick-firer of one-pound shells 
This is only one of the many weapons which Sir Hiram 
Maxim has contributed towards the defence of his 
adopted country. He has also done very t work 
in furthering the science of explosives, and is looked 
on by the best authorities as the man who, if he lives 
long enough, is most likely to solve the problem of 
human flight. Sir Hiram is the son of a Yankee 
farmer. When the British Government first ordered 
his automatic quick-firer, they stipulated that the gun 
should not weigh more than one hundred pounds and 
should be age of firing 1,000 rounds in four 
minutes. e gun he ectually “produced weighed 
thirty-five pounds, and fired 2, rounds in t 
minutes ! 

Mr. ae hardly be called an alien, for in 
returning to land he has only settled anew in his 
native land. Still, he has been for most of his life an 
American citizen, and the enormous benefits he has 
conferred and is conferring on the country are pur- 
chased with money made in the United States. For 
Dunfermline, the town of his birth, he recently bought 
the beautiful old Fratery and presented it to the town 
for an Institute. Birmingham's new college has to 
thank him for £50,000, and his free library schemes 
aro endless, A recent gift of his was Lord Acton’s 


splendid library of 
1 volumes to Mr. John Morley. 

Among the list of “aliens” to whom certificates of 
naturalisation have been nted is Mr. William 
Waldorf Astor, who took refuge in this country from 
the glare of publicity which flames on a millionaire’s 

rivate life in the United States. Quietly as he lives, 
Mr. Astor spends an enormous amount of money in 
this country, and owns and controls a London news- 
paper and a well-known magazine. His wealth is esti- 
mated at twenty millions sterling, and much of it goes 
unsuspected, towards improving the appearance of 
Britain’s capital. . 

Speaking of wealth which aliens leave in this 
country, it must not be forgotten that the fortune of 
the lato Baron de Hirsch paid an enormous toll to the 
British Government. In 1892 he left seven millions 
to the Jewish Colonisation Association. Estate and 
succession dues levied upon this sum by the Exchequer
